Betwoon Igarka and the sea the river 
is navigable for all transatlantic vessels. The port is important for 
_.the export of wood. There are two sawmills and all the technical & 
installations necessary for the loading of wood. 


bd. Port Dudinka: this port also is Located on the right bank of the Yenisei 
River, 220 kms north of Port Igarka. It is a natural port formed by a 
bend in the river. It has a wooden quay at which vessels of mcdium draft 
cen dock. The port is important as a fur trading depot and also because 
of the existence of nickel mines and probably platinum mines in the 
vicinity. 


oo Ust Port: This port also is on the right bank of the Yenisei and is 
Formed by a bend in the river. The port has a small wooden quay for 
the uso of the colony of the fur trading depot and a factory for 
preserving fishes Two hundred kilometers north of Ust Port, at Golchikha, 


is a brench of the fur trading depot. 


de Port Dickson: The port ig located on on island situated diresctly opposite 
The northwost point of the continent in the Yenisel Gulf. Port Dickeon 
is the “key” for the entrance of ships into the Yeniget\ Rivere 
om Wy rT? 
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The ‘island, located at 73°N, is the conter of polar research for the 
western sector of the Arctice The port has a powerful radio station 
and welleequipped scientific laboratories. It is a station for 
systematic cbservations. 


6 Amdorma: In 1935, a port was built 4n the passage betveen an island 
and the coast 4 kns woat of the mine. _Thia passage is navigable and 
provides shelter for ships in bad weather. 
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
